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Seafront businesses refuse 
to pay for outside seating 


SEAFRONT traders in Lyme 
Regis, who are charged for seat¬ 
ing outside their premises, 
claim they are being over¬ 
charged in comparison to other 
places in West Dorset and are re¬ 
fusing to pay. 

Owners of The Old Boathouse, The 
Alcove, Largigi Thai Restaurant and 
Ocean View on Marine Parade have 
written a joint letter to Lyme Regis 
Town Council saying they will not be 
paying any more invoices for outside 
seating. 

Charges for outside seating on Ma¬ 
rine Parade were first introduced in 
Lyme Regis following the introduction 
of the Tripartite Agreement in 2011, 
which outlines the ownership and re¬ 
sponsibilities of the town, district and 
county councils with regards to the 
seafront. 

The charges were originally set by 
the town council as £120 per cover for 
commercial establishments with ta¬ 
bles and £10 per annum for establish¬ 
ments with no tables, and this was 
increased in 2017 to £125 for those with 
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tables. This was expected to bring in a 
total of £22,683 in the 2017/18 financial 
year, but £13,340 would come from 
those businesses which are now refus¬ 
ing to pay. 

The town council has been asked in 
previous years by some of the busi¬ 
nesses in question to reconsider its 
charges. 

In 2013, the charges set in Lyme 
Regis were compared to those applied 
by six other councils and in each in¬ 
stance these were found to be “signifi¬ 
cantly less”. However, the council said 
this was because the charges set by the 
other councils were on land desig¬ 
nated as highway, which meant they 
were restricted by legislation. 

In their letter to the council, business 
owners said there were “many abnor¬ 
malities and unsafe practises” in the 
Tripartite Agreement and that they 
would not be paying any further 
charges until satisfactory legal evi¬ 
dence was produced and agreed. 

They wrote: “It has now been over a 
year since we first notified you of our 
continual concerns and com¬ 
parison for the whole of West 
Dorset regarding the charges 
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being made for outside seating on Ma¬ 
rine Parade and to date we have had 
no response from you, apart from an 
invoice for a price increase and indi¬ 
rectly your notification to the ratings 
agency in Weymouth. 

“We have been in contact with offi¬ 
cials in West Dorset District Council, 
the Land Registry in Weymouth and 
our legal barrister who will be repre¬ 
senting us if and when you litigate pro¬ 
ceedings against us. 

“Because of the information we have 
received regarding ownership of Ma¬ 
rine Parade and the Tripartite Agree¬ 
ment, there are many abnormalities 
and unsafe practises of these agree¬ 
ments. 

“The above named businesses will 
therefore cease to pay any further in¬ 
voices for outside seating until satis¬ 
factory legal evidence is produced and 
agreed. We will be claiming for all 
monies to be returned together with 
interest cost and compensation if a sat¬ 
isfactory judgement for the above 
named businesses is awarded.” 

Councillors are expected to discuss 
the matter at a meeting of the Town 
Management & Highways Committee 
tonight (Wednesday).

Restorative justice for victims of crime in Dorset 


A RESTORATIVE justice system has been 
launched in Dorset this week. 

The service is funded by the Dorset Office of 
the Police and Crime Commissioner and will be 
implemented by the Safer Poole Partnership. It 
will build on work currently taking place in 
Poole and the west of the county, ensuring it is 
well managed and developed, while also mak¬ 
ing the facilities more widely available across 
Dorset. 

The project will also support police officers, 
encouraging them to offer restorative practices 
where appropriate and refer any candidates 
who express their interest. This includes both 
restorative mediation and restorative justice. 
In both scenarios, all parties must volunteer in 
order for the process to go ahead. Where an of¬ 
fender is present, it is a precondition that they 
have formally accepted responsibility for their 
actions. 

Restorative mediation provides a platform for 
members of conflicted communities to move 
forward and improve their quality of life. It can 
be used in situations such as neighbourhood 
disputes, where all parties will agree and own 
the outcomes. 

Restorative justice offers victims the opportu¬ 
nity to meet with offenders and explain the full 
extent of the impact of their crimes. The service 
is already widely available for victims of 
crimes committed by young people; this project 
will be the first pan-Dorset service for victims 
of crimes committed by adults. 

This service can be used for all types of crime 
and the facilitated meetings can be highly ben¬ 
eficial for both parties. Outcomes of the process 
will typically include an apology, financial 
compensation, or simply a platform to ask ques¬ 
tions and get answers. Giving victims a voice 
in this way has already been shown to improve 


their ability to gain closure and move on after 
the crime. 

Offenders involved in the process have been 
able to mend some of the damage caused by 
their original crime. They have also been seen 
to engage with programmes that address the 
underlying factors leading to offending be¬ 
haviour, such as alcohol or drug misuse. This 
has had a positive impact on their risk of reof¬ 
fending. 

Police and Crime Commissioner Martyn Un¬ 
derhill said: “Supporting victims and reducing 
reoffending are key themes of my Police and 
Crime Plan for 2017-2021 and the Restorative 
Dorset service has benefits for both areas. 

“By bringing together victims and offenders, 
the service explores a more sustainable solu¬ 
tion to crime, empowering victims to share 
their experiences in a way that helps their own 
development. It also holds offenders to account, 
encouraging them both to reflect on their be¬ 
haviour and look ahead to a life outside of 
crime.” 

As well as interested victims and offenders, ef¬ 
fective restorative practice also relies on 
skilled and experienced volunteers. Those who

Improvement plans 
for foster care 

FOSTERING services run by Dorset County 
Council will have to do more in the future 
to recruit and retain foster parents. 

The county has one of the lowest num¬ 
ber of foster parents with an increasing 
number choosing to work through inde¬ 
pendent agencies - which can cost almost 
£20,000 a year more than the in-house 
service. 

Yet DCC cabinet members were told that 
despite the increased cost there was no 
guarantee of any better outcome for the 
children involved. 

The council will now put an extra 
£365,000 into the service in the coming 
financial year, an additional £1.2m in 2019- 
20 and £1.3m a year from then on. 

Improvement plans will focus on recruit¬ 
ment and retention, simplify fees and al¬ 
lowances, with additional help to navigate 
the system as it was suggested that the 
approval time of eight months led to many 
simply giving up before they started. 

A development programme will train fos¬ 
ter carers able to care for children with 
complex needs with higher fees to reflect 
the additional skills. 
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Winners and losers as decisions 
made on future of healthcare 


HEALTHWATCH Dorset has said there are 
“winners and losers” following the decisions 
made by members of Dorset Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group’s (CCG) governing body on the 
future of the county’s healthcare. 

The Linden Unit in Weymouth is to close, ma¬ 
ternity and paediatrics in the west of the 
county will be shared between Dorset County 
Hospital (DCH) and Yeovil District Hospital 
(YDH), and the major emergency hospital for 
Dorset will be at Bournemouth, after health 
bosses approved changes for services in the 
county. 

Members of the governing body unanimously 
agreed all the recommendations set out in the 
CCG’s Clinical Services Review, which in¬ 
cluded making (DCH) the planned and emer¬ 
gency hospital, Bridport Hospital becoming a 
community hub with beds and for Poole Hospi¬ 
tal’s maternity and A&E facilities to be trans¬ 
ferred to Bournemouth. 

Campaigners gathered at the Dorford Centre 
in Dorchester last week as board members met 
to make the final decisions. 

Westhaven Hospital will close once staff and 
services are transferred to Weymouth Commu¬ 
nity Hospital and the 15 beds from the Linden 
Unit will be relocated to St Ann’s Hospital in 
Poole, but four new beds will be located at 
Forston Clinic. 

It was also agreed to have a community hub 
without beds on Portland, but this may not be 
at the current Portland Hospital. 

Following the meeting, Martyn Webster, man¬ 
ager of Healthwatch Dorset, said the decisions 
mark the beginning, not an end, and that resi¬ 
dents’ concerns will not go away. 

He said: “There will be winners and losers 
after today’s decisions. 

“For the winners, services will improve and 
they will find they are getting better access to 
better care. 
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“For the losers, they will find that community 
beds in their own area have gone and/or they 
are having to travel further to get the acute 
hospital services they need - and those longer 
journeys will have potential of putting them at 
more risk than they were before. 

“Today’s decisions mark a beginning, not an 
end. 

“The concerns local people have will not go 
away and in the years to come, health bosses 
will need to show even more that they are lis¬ 
tening to those concerns, taking them seriously 
and involving local people in the design of fu¬ 
ture services.” 

Although maternity and paediatric services 
at DCH are not being transferred to the east of 
the county, it is still unknown which services 
will be based at DCH or YDH, with more con¬ 
sultation on these plans expected to take place. 

Despite this, Patricia Miller, chief executive 
at DCH, said that the hospital “absolutely sup¬ 
ports the changes”. 

She said: “To be able to continue to provide 
our services is critical. 

“We absolutely support the recommendation 
to work more closely with Yeovil. 

“It makes sense that we work together to pro¬ 
vide good services in one cooperative way.” 

DCH NHS Foundation Trust also welcomed 
the option to work with YDH, in order to “pro¬ 
vide a sustainable and safe service for women 
and children”. 

A spokesperson said: “Our consultant paedi¬ 
atricians and obstetricians will continue to 
work with their colleagues in Yeovil on the 
best possible solution for the local population. 

“Any proposed changes to services in either 
hospital would be subject to further local pub¬ 
lic consultation by both Dorset and Somerset 


CCGs as appropriate.” 

A spokesperson for the South Western Am¬ 
bulance Service Foundation Trust (SWASFT) 
said the service was “confident that the propos¬ 
als will have minimal impact on the delivery of 
emergency ambulance services across Dorset”. 

They added: “We are also confident that pa¬ 
tients with time critical and life threatening 
conditions will be able to reach the best hospi¬ 
tal to meet their needs within a clinically safe 
time. 

“We also completely welcome the community 
hub proposals, which will help us better man¬ 
age over half the patients that call 999 for an 
ambulance in Dorset, that don’t need to be con¬ 
veyed to hospital.” 

Concerns have been raised that the review 
was a stepping stone towards privatisation, but 
Tim Goodson, chief officer of Dorset CCG, said 
that has never been the case. 

He said: “The clinical services review for the 
outset has been NHS led, its been the NHS clin¬ 
icians and mangers that have really been at the 
forefront of this. 

“Its not been a process we have gone through 
that we have been engaging with the private 
sector, that hasn’t been the focus of this review 
at all. 

“It has probably been misrepresented that it 
has been, I assure you this has all been about 
Dorset’s NHS and the future of Dorset’s NHS 
services.”

Residents praise council for 
taking action to tidy up town 


COUNCIL watchers Ken Gollop and Nigel Ball 
were in complimentary form when they at¬ 
tended last week’s meeting of Lyme Regis 
Town Council. 

Rarely a meeting takes place without Mr Gol¬ 
lop, a former councillor, and Mr Ball, who has 
been approached many times to offer himself 
for election, draw the council’s attention to is¬ 
sues in the town which need attention. 

But they are also quick to praise when mat¬ 
ters are dealt with. Last week’s meeting was 
one such occasion. 

During the public forum, Mr Ball referred to 
recent criticism of the council but he reported 
that issues he had raised in the Talbot Road 
and Colway Lane had been dealt with . 

“It’s happening and I thank everyone in¬ 
volved,” he said. 

Mr Ball encouraged traders to keep the town 
centre tidy, referring to the continuing state of 


the Three Cups Hotel. He said it was encourag¬ 
ing that Palmers Brewery were spending 
£lmillion on the Pilot Boat Inn but the Three 
Cups was still in an “obnoxious” state and was 
“letting Broad Street down”. 

Mr Ball also called for more rubbish bins in 
the town, especially on the seafront, and em¬ 
phasized the need for more “dog poo” bins. 

He also hoped that the park and ride situation 
would be sorted out before next spring. 

Mr Gollop agreed with Mr Ball that matters 
were improving, especially in Broad Street, re¬ 
minding councillors that at a previous public 
meeting he had referred to Lyme as “a dump” 
but now the town was “looking a lot better”. 

Mr Gollop drew attention to the number of A- 
boards in Broad Street, saying that the issue 
had been discussed for many years but still not 
action had been taken. 


Woman admits causing death after fatal accident 


AN 80-year-old Lyme Regis woman has admit¬ 
ted causing death by careless or inconsiderate 
driving following an accident in which another 
Lyme resident was killed. 

Marguerite Chapman, of Uplyme Road, ad¬ 
mitted causing the death of North Avenue res¬ 
ident Helen Case in an accident in Axminster 
on November 15th last year. 

Exeter Magistrates' Court heard that Mrs 
Chapman was driving home from visiting her 
daughter. Lady Bathurst of Cirencester Park in 
Gloucestershire, when she may have suffered 
a "period of microsleep" causing her to lose 
control of her Ford Mondeo on the B3261 Lyme 
Road in Axminster, just off the A35. 


Mrs Chapman hit the metal barrier at the side 
of the road before veering across the carriage¬ 
way into a Mitsubishi travelling in the opposite 
direction. 

The driver, Helen Case, died from her injuries 
and her husband John suffered seven broken 
ribs. 

It was reported that Mrs Chapman, who has 
been driving since 1954, was travelling at 
about 30mph in a 60mph zone, and had 
handed her licence to police with no intention 
of driving again. 

She is due to be sentenced at Exeter Crown 
Court on October 24th.

“The councillors are representing all resi¬ 
dents of the town, so it’s important we know 
what the community really wants so we can 
work for the benefit of everyone.” 

Anyone who attends Time to Talk will be en¬ 
tered into a prize draw, with the chance of win¬ 
ning a £100 cash prize. 

Those who cannot attend the event but would 
still like to take park can submit their views by 
letter or email and will still be entered into the 
prize draw. 

Councillor Ellis said: “We try to engage with 
the public in many ways, including through 
the local press, on social media, and at council 
meetings, but it’s difficult to reach the whole 
community. 


“That’s why we’re offering this cash prize to 
people who engage with us through Time to 
Talk.

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Council suggests tax should be cut 
as police officers moved from town 


FORMER Lyme Regis policeman Owen Lovell 
has asked the town council whether they 
should be applying for a reduction in council 
tax as they no longer had a police officer sta¬ 
tioned in the town. 

Councillor Lovell, a former mayor, was sta¬ 
tioned in Lyme Regis when the town had six lo¬ 
cally-based policeman. 

At last week’s meeting of Lyme Regis Town 
Council the Mayor, Councillor Michaela Ellis, 
following a question from Councillor Graham 
Turner, confirmed that no police officers were 
now based in the emergency centre in Hill 
Road shared with the Dorset & Wiltshire Fire 
and Rescue Service. 

Town clerk John Wright said he understood 
councillors’ concerns but he did not think they 
had much leverage for a reduction in council 
tax as the police levied their own precept which 
was collected as part of the overall council tax. 

However, he suggested arranging another 
meeting with the police to understand the full 
picture so that when they were engaged in dia¬ 
logue about the position they were not caught

“flat footed”. 

When the View from Lyme Regis recently con¬ 
tacted then police, Inspector Neil Wood, of the 
Bridport and Lyme Regis Neighbourhood 
Team, confirmed that all officers were now 
based in Bridport, including PC Richard Wind¬ 
ward who had been stationed in Lyme for 
many years, for operational reasons. 

He added: “This allows us to have a larger 
pool of officers across the section in order to 
deal with incidents as and when they occur. 

“I would like to reassure the public that Lyme 
Regis remains a very safe place to live, work 
and visit.” 

Councillor Brian Larcombe said they had to 
get the point across when policing levels were 
considered that Lyme’s population should be 
based on tens of thousands who come to the 
town in summer and not just the 3,500 who 
lived in the town.

The mayor, Councillor Michaela Ellis, pre¬ 
sented Mr Barker with an engraved plaque 
bearing the town’s coat of arms (pictured 
above), as well as a bunch of flowers for his 
wife Shirley, for supporting her husband in his 
civic role. 

Speaking at the meeting Councillor Ellis said: 
“I have a very special presentation to make 
tonight to someone who’s been brought here 
under false pretences and who has given many 
years of service to the town as macebearer -

“Thank you so much for everything you have 
done for the town council in your role as mace¬ 
bearer. Thank you for over 25 years of service.” 

In a purely ceremonial role, the macebearers 
accompany the mayor on civic duties carrying 
identical George II silver maces. Historically, 
maces were carried by macebearers when in 
procession with the mayor and were used to de¬ 
fend the first citizen from attack. 

The right to appoint two Sergeants of Mace 
bearing silver gilt maces was made possible 
when Queen Elizabeth I renewed the town’s 
charter in 1559. 

Alongside existing macebearer Derek Hallett, 
who is also a town councillor, Mr Barker has 
been replaced by Jon Hunt, who is also stan¬ 
dard bearer for the Lyme Regis branch of the 
Royal British Legion.

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Patients encouraged 
to have vaccination 

DOCTORS from the Virgin Care-run GP prac¬ 
tice in Lyme Regis say people eligible for the 
free flu vaccination should act now to help 
them stay well this winter. 

GPs from Lyme Regis Medical Centre gave 
the following advice: “Flu is very unpleasant, 
causing fever, chills, headache, aches and pains 
and extreme tiredness. However, it can be more 
severe - and in some cases even fatal - for cer¬ 
tain groups such as the over 65s as well as both 
children and adults with underlying health 
conditions or weakened immune systems. 

“The vaccine provides the best protection 
against the flu virus and people who are at risk 
can receive it free at their local GP surgery.” 

The injected flu vaccine is offered free on the 
NHS to: 

• Everyone who will be 65 and over on 31 
March 2018 

• Pregnant women 

• Children aged six months to two years at risk 
of flu 

• Adults over the age of 18 in at risk groups 

• Registered carers 

Every year, more than a quarter of people el¬ 
igible for a free NHS flu vaccination don’t take 
up the offer. The vaccination is different each 
year as it is based on those strains of flu ex¬ 
pected to circulate in the coming winter so it is 
important to have the flu jab annually. The 
NHS recommends having the vaccination in 
the autumn (October to November) before the 
winter sets in. 

Virgin Care runs more than 20 GP practices 
and drop-in centres for the NHS in England in¬ 
cluding the Lyme Regis Medical Centre. Any¬ 
one wanting to book an appointment should 
contact the surgery.

Lifeboat crew rescues teen 
Sea Cadets from stricken boat 


LYME Regis lifeboat 
crew was called out 
in the early hours of 
last Wednesday to 
the rescue of five 
teenagers. 

The volunteer crew 
was called out at 
2.45am on Wednes¬ 
day, September 27th 
to assist those aboard 
a 35-foot sailing yacht 
that had broken free 
from its mooring off 
Lyme Regis harbour. 

The sailing boat 
had drifted towards 



the shore and ran aground on the 
beach near Lucy’s Ledge. There 
were seven people on board in¬ 
cluding five teenage Sea Cadets. 

The lifeboat was alongside the 
casualty vessel 15 minutes after 
the coastguard requested the 
launch. The five teenagers were 
rescued off the boat and taken to 
the lifeboat station. All were safe 
and well with no injuries. 

The volunteer crew of the 
lifeboat then returned to the ves¬ 
sel and managed to tow the boat 
away from the beach back to a 
mooring. 

The boat was a Tradewind 35 
sailing yacht called TS Vigilant, 
part of the Sea Cadets fleet. 

The boat and crew were on 
route from Plymouth to Poole, 
stopping at Lyme Regis for the 
night. The five Sea Cadets were 
from the London and Birming¬ 
ham areas. 


Lifeboat helm Tim Edwards 
said: “I was pleased we were able 
to get the teenagers to safety of 
the lifeboat station and then re¬ 
cover the casualty vessel from 
trouble. The lifeboat crew per¬ 
formed really well and the all the 
training we do was put to good 
use!" 

Mr Edwards also gave special 
praise to lifeboat crew member 
Tim Wallis. 

He commented: “I brought the 
lifeboat alongside the grounded 
yacht in pitch darkness. Tom 
went aboard the yacht to reas¬ 
sure the youngsters and the two 
adult crew members. He then 
helped all seven people to board 
our lifeboat, which was quite an 
exercise in almost total darkness. 

“Later Tom stayed aboard the 
yacht to assist as we re-floated it 
and towed it to safety.”

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Medical centre is now dementia 
friendly for patients and carers

LYME Regis Medical Centre has been 
accredited as a ‘Dementia Friendly’ 
surgery for delivering better support 
and care for people who live with the 
illness and their carers when they 
come into the service. 

The service, run by Virgin Care, is 
one of the GP practices in the Lyme 
Regis/Charmouth area to be accred¬ 
ited by Wessex Academic Health Sci¬ 
ence Network, who manage and fund 
the project. Lyme Regis joins 150 other 
surgeries across Dorset, Hampshire 
and the Isle of Wight, which are al¬ 
ready accredited. 

As part of the service’s commitments 
the team has been able to identify a de¬ 
mentia champion within the surgery 
who works in partnership with the 
surgery’s team. 

All colleagues have also been trained 
on how to better work together as a 
group to understand how people with 
dementia are experiencing the illness 
to provide improved care to them. 

This is a result of Lyme Regis Medi¬ 
cal Centre implementing the iSPACE 
actions designed to improve the pa¬ 
tient experience through delivery of a 
set of improvements in care planning, 
communications and awareness of de¬ 
mentia for staff in primary care set¬ 
tings. 

These include: 

I - Identify a dementia champion; 

S - Staff training; 

P - Partnership working with patients, 
carers, and the voluntary sector; 

A - Assessment and oversight of use of 
anti-psychotics; 

C - Care planning and use of tools such 


as ‘This is Me’; 

E - Ensure the environment supports 
people with dementia and other dis¬ 
abilities. 

Alison Robinson, service manager at 
Lyme Regis Medical Centre, said: “The 
accreditation is a testament to the 
work done by the service. Over the 
past year we’ve worked towards being 
dementia friendly by using this pro¬ 
gramme to help us work with patients 
and our colleagues in a way that is 
suitable for people with dementia 
needs.” 

Katherine Barbour, senior project 
manager at Wessex Academic Health 


Science Network, added: “Lyme Regis 
has enthusiastically engaged with the 
project, and is now able to better sup¬ 
port people living with dementia and 
their carers dealing with a very com¬ 
plex and distressing disease.” 

The Medical Centre also provides 
community services to all patients in 
the area including physiotherapy, oc¬ 
cupational therapy, podiatry, health 
visiting, school nursing, mental health 
nursing, social work and community 
nursing for patients who are unable to 
leave their homes. There is also a 
Minor Injuries Unit situated within 
the Medical Centre.

Former mayor questions 
plans for new cash points 


FORMER Mayor Owen Lovell has 
questioned the decision to have 
two cash dispensing machines 
close together at the bottom of the 
town. 

He raised the issue at last week’s 
full meeting of Lyme Regis Town 
Council, reminding members that 
two ATMS were to be installed at 
the head of the Marine Parade and 
on Bell Cliff just yards apart. 

He also pointed out that a third 
ATM was to be placed inside Ford- 
hams ironmongers shop at the 
bottom of Broad Street, in close 
proximity to the other two. 

Lyme Regis was strongly criti¬ 
cised on national radio when the 
town was left without a cash dis¬ 
pensing machine during the May 
Bank Holiday when the Tesco dis¬ 
penser was out of action for a num¬ 
ber of weeks. With all banks now 
closed there was no ATM in Broad 
Street and one listener was quoted 
as saying on Radio 2’s Jeremy

She pointed out that the one 
planned for the top of the Marine 
would be set back against the wall 
and not in such a prominent place 
as the former rotunda which the 
council removed because of con¬ 
gestion issues. 

“We will now have one at the top 
of the town (Tesco) and three at the 
bottom,” she added.

WE WILL REMEMBER THEM 


CONTINUING our regular series commemorat¬ 
ing the 100th anniversaries of the deaths of all 
men from Lyme Regis and the surrounding 
areas who died in the First World War, we re¬ 
member George Howard Bickley, with thanks 
to Vernon Rattenbury of the Royal British Le¬ 
gion for the research. 

GEORGE HOWARD BICKLEY 
Captain, 237th Company, Machine 
Gun Corps 

Born 1892 in Lyme Regis and died 
October 4th 1917 in Passchendaele, 
Belgium 

George Bickley was educated at St Edwards 
School, Oxford, and at Pembroke College, Cam¬ 
bridge, where he studied medicine. He was a 
noted rugby player and played for Cambridge, 
the Harlequins, Exeter and also Devon County. 

He obtained a commission in the Devonshire 
Regiment on October 28th 1914 and went to 
France in October 1915 but was invalided home 
in May 1916. 

On his recovery, he transferred to the Ma¬ 
chine Gun Corps and returned to France in 
February 1917. He was promoted Captain in 
September 1917 and transferred to 237th Com¬ 
pany, Machine Gun Corps. 

He fought at the Battle of Polygon Wood, from 
September 26th to 27th 26-271917 and was killed 
in action near Ypres during fighting at the Bat¬ 
tle of Broodseidne while carrying out control 
duties in an advanced position. He was in the 
act of taking a message from an orderly when 
a large shell burst killing him and two or three 
others. 

Youngest son of Henry Bickley of Holm Lea, 
Lyme Regis, he has no known grave and is 
commemorated on the Tyne Cot Memorial, Bel¬ 
gium, and also on the Lyme Regis war memo¬ 
rials in the parish church and in the town. 
There is a memorial window in St Michael’s 
Parish Church, Lyme Regis, to him and his 
name is also commemorated on the Exeter 
Rugby War Memorial at Sandy Park Rugby 
Ground, Exeter.

Watercolour demonstration 
kicks off art society season 



THE new season of 
Lyme Regis Art Society 
opened with a water¬ 
colour demonstration 
by Mike McDonald, an 
admirer of two Victo¬ 
rian Devonshire artists, 

William Widgery and 
his son Fred. 

William was a stone¬ 
mason who began 
painting as a hobby, 
copying works of fa¬ 
mous artists such as 
Landseer. He produced 
more than 3,000 land¬ 
scape pictures of Devon 
and Dartmoor as sou¬ 
venirs for tourists. 

His son Fred went to 
Exeter Art College and then on to 
Amsterdam, later becoming a very 
successful politician, rising to be 
Mayor of Exeter in 1903. 

Mike was to produce the kind of 
misty Dartmoor scene for which 
these artists were famous, using the 
same techniques but more modern 
materials. 

Working on a dampened sheet of 
heavy 450g Bockingford paper, he 
laid a coating of white gesso onto the 
rocky tor, the focal point of the pic¬ 
ture, and onto to foreground boul¬ 
ders. 

After washing in the sky with 
cobalt and ultramarine, he defined a 
cloudy area by softly lifting the paint 
with paper towels and then added 
Aqua Fix to a thin wash of raw si¬ 
enna, raw umber and a dash of ultra- 
marine for distant hills. Produced by 
Schmincke, this medium water¬ 
proofs paint, allowing further layers 
of colour to be added without dissolv¬ 
ing the base colour-so enabling 
greater transparency. 


For granite rocks, a grey made of 
ultramarine and burnt umber was 
washed across the gessoed areas al¬ 
lowing paint to seep into the cracks 
giving the sense of rocky textures. 

Coming down to the foreground, 
Aqua Pasto was mixed in with the 
paint to reduce colour-run and to im¬ 
prove the strength of colour so 
patches of strong darks could be 
added. Perylene red mixed with 
burnt umber and ultramarine put 
warmth into the shadowy areas on 
the rocks, with a fine rigger brush 
dealing with the cracks and crannies. 

Finally, patches of a strong dark 
greenish mix were stippled across 
the foreground representing tus¬ 
socks of moorland grass and heather 
and dark areas of gorse were added 
around the stone tor. 

The society meets on alternate 
Tuesdays in the Woodmead Halls 
from 2pm to 4pm. Visitors and new 
members always welcome.

Every church in our Golden Cap Team feels it 
right to hold their own special service, because 
it’s not only an important tradition but a signifi¬ 
cant community occasion.

Frustration over 
parking permits 


NEW digital parking permits for 
drivers living in Weymouth town 
centre are being brought under the 
spotlight. 

Back in March, resident and visitor 
permits for the Park District which 
used to be issued by Dorset County 
Council went virtual, and the service 
was formally handed over to private 
company MiPermit. 1 

The new permits are electronic and 
work in a similar way to paying for 
parking on your phone. Nothing goes 
on display in the vehicle itself. 


However, it appears not everyone is 
happy with the change, with reports 
of an increase in illegal parking in 
the Park District, with claims it now 
takes traffic wardens longer to check 
vehicles. 

County councillor and GP John 
Orell has arranged a public meeting 
next Monday so residents can air 
their views. 

He told Wessex FM: "I haven't got a 
magic solution up my sleeve yet, so I 
would like to talk to people first, get 
a clear idea on what people would 


like to happen, and then I'll take mat¬ 
ters up with the county council." 

"It's a big problem in a town which 
is blocked on one side by the sea and 
the other side by Radipole lake. We've 
got lots of people with cars and not 
enough places, so we have to agree 
among ourselves how we make this 
work." 

The public meeting is being held on 
Monday, October 9th at The Park 
Centre on Chelmsford Street, Wey¬ 
mouth and starts at 7pm.

"As well as need¬ 
ing a tooth extrac¬ 
tion, Ashley was 
x-rayed and it seems 
she has an old and 
untreated severe 
hip injury, probably 
due to being hit by a 
car.

vere osteoarthritis 
than she already has. The vet recom¬ 
mended 'femoral head and neck exci¬ 
sion' with the expectation that general 
mobility will be improved and proba¬ 
bility of pain diminished. The opera¬ 
tion cost around £500. 

Ashley is currently in the care of a 
volunteer who acts as an indoor fos¬ 
terer for the branch. 

"Ashley is a lovely, friendly cat and 
she deserves to live in as little pain as 
possible. 

Her veterinary treatment is costly 
and as we are a volunteer run branch 
that receives no government funding 
we are appealing to kind members of 
the public to help Ashley by donating 


whatever they can for her care. No 
amount is too small and every penny 
counts towards her veterinary treat¬ 
ment," added Gloria.
